THE SALE OF BOOKS. 


THE Revue Encyclopédigue recently contained 
an article by M. Albert Cim, supplementing a 
discussion of publishing methods in an earlier 
issue, which, although dealing wholly with the 
conditions of the French book trade, brings up 
a few points on the publishing and selling of 
books that may be ofinterest in ourown country. 
He begins with balancing the advantages 
of seasons of publication in insuring sales and 
popularity of books. The month of Octo- 
ber, coming at the end of the long vacation 
season, has for some time been a favorite 
month for publication in almost all countries. 
M. Cim thinks the publishers are now finding 
that the spring months—March, April, and 
even May—are preferable, and he thinks their 
reasons for the change are logical and con- 
clusive. Among these reasons are the follow- 
ing: People have not time to read in winter; they 
are absorbed in theatres, social engagements, 
receptions, dinners, balls, etc.; while in summer 
these distractions are far less numerous, and the 
great reading public, made up especially of 
women, finds time and leisure to devote to read- 
ing. Again, books published in October and 
November are almost immediately crowded from 
the counters by the holiday books which invade 
the book-stores during the month of December 
and absorb the attention of the bookseller. This 
period passed, the October books seem old to 
again be placed in the most conspicuous places 
which are generally given to the aftermath ap- 
pearing during January. Again, the press 
notices of books appearing in October and 
November are also liable to be belated in conse- 
quence of the avalanche of holiday publications 
which cannot be set aside and occupies all avail- 
able space during the last month of the year. 
Toward the middle of January, when the lit- 
erary editors finally take up. the fall publi- 
cations submitted to them, these have long 
since been retired from the windows and the 
counters, and not seeing them, the public 
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quickly forgets what it has read about them 
in the daily journals. : 
These reasonings are understood to concern 
the great bulk of books published on specula- 
tion. Books by renowned authors, sure of 
sale, may of course be issued at any time. The 
late Mr. H. O. Houghton held this opinion 
about every book of merit, not only upon the 
works of authors of acknowledged reputation. 
On being asked as to the best time to puta 
book upon the market, he is quoted as saying: 
‘*There’s no best time at all. Whenever you 
have anything good, let it fly! if it is really 
good it will, in some way or other, bring its 
reward. If the world does not pronounce it 
good, why, so much the worse for you.”’ 
Speaking of the influence of the press upon 
the sale of books, M. Cim goes into detailed 
explanation. He maintains that newspaper 
advertisements in the form of printed publish- 
ers’ notes, so successful in America and in 
England, have lost their efficacy in France 
and that most French readers skip all para- 


graphs bristling with the words ‘‘ master- 
piece,” ‘‘workof genius,” ‘‘admirable,” ‘‘ in- 
comparable,” ‘‘ unique,” ‘‘ imperishable,” etc. 


He thinks the,day is past in France when the 
words of Villemessant, the great student of 
advertising, held good: ‘‘ To try to do business 
without advertising is like throwing love-glances 
at a pretty woman through a pair of green 
spectacles. You know what you are doing but 
no one knows it but, yourself.” M.Cim then 
dwells upon the slight attention given to liter- 
ature in descriptive or critical articles in the 
newspapers of the day. Those which give 
columns to signed articles on music, the drama, 
sport, etc., treat literary works of lasting im- 
portance with scant paragraphs, chiefly taken 
direct from publishers’ advance notices. He 
points out how few of the most popular French 
newspapers keep literary critics worthy of the 
name, and traces this fact to the decided de- 
cline of interest in reading among the French 
people. Other interests, social, political, finan- 
cial, the theatre, the bicycle, clubs of every 
kind, occupy the minds and bodies of the class- 
es which formerly found their mental stimuluss 
and recreation in the reading of books. 

Editors of widely-read papers have made 
the discovery that well-paid sporting articles 
and criticisms of plays, interwoven with per- 
sonal history of their actors, noticeably in- 
crease their circulation, thus appealing to a 
class of advertisers bringing in far more money 
than advertisements of books. They therefore 
now pay a dramatic critic or a sporting editor 
fabulous prices, and depend for the matter for 
their bibliographical columns upon the chance 
offerings of some struggling little writer who 
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considers himself liberally paid with a few 
francs or the editorial copy of a book he has 
described. 

M. Cim speaks earnestly about the news 
paper as the great rival of books. He quotes 
Théophile Gautier: ‘‘The reading of news- 
papers is the cause of the great lack of great 
scientists and great artists. It is enervating, 
and the Muses must be wooed with vigor and 
enthusiasm. The newspaper kills the book, 
as the book has killed architecture, as artil- 
lery has killed courage and muscular force.” 
A paper is quickly and easily read. You skip 
what does not interest you. A book needs 
closer attention, more leisure, more quiet 
of mind, and our modern life is so busy, so full» 
so feverish. We scarcely ever read except 
when we are so situated that we can do nothing 
else—in a railroad train, waiting for dinner, or 
onarainy day inacountry-house. And then the 
book is so much more costly, and to the aver- 
age reader contains far less than the newspaper. 
Balzac wrote to his mother in 1832: ‘‘ The 
more active our lives become, the more we ad- 
vance, the less will bookselling be successful.”’ 
In illustration of the truth of this remark, M. 
Cim gives the following illustration: A young 
writer last year wrote a novel relating to modern 
medicine in which several celebrated specialists 

-were fearlessly portrayed. The book led to 
much discussion and it had what might be 
called a great success. While this notoriety was 
at its height, forty or fifty physicians met ina 
kind of professional congress. All, thanks to 
the newspaper articles, knew this book by 
name and‘ had read extracts from it; but not 
one had read it through, not one had bought 
it. To the question one asked the other, 
chiefly with an idea of coming into possession 
by borrowing, ‘‘ Have you the book?” there 
came always the same answer, ‘‘No, have 
you?” 

In closing, M. Cim dwells upon the fact that 
publishers themselves ruin the sale ot their 
books. They want and often need money re- 
turns, and therefore within a short time re- 
duce prices and sell off books, apparently un- 
successful, in large lots to the deparment stores; 
and the public, in France at least, has learned 
to wait for these reductions. 

A most interesting reason for the small sale 
of books, which perhaps holds good in our 
large American cities, is the apartment- 
house manner of living. Rents are so high 
that people live in little flats, and there is no 
room to gather and keep books. That seems 
to M. Cim a great cause of the popularity 
of paper-covered books. Their contents are 
absorbed, and after a short time they are 
thrown out with all the accumulations that so 
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quickly fill up the little apartment household. 
How far do these conditions hold: good in this 
country? The question is suggestive ! 





A ‘*‘ BREECHES BIBLE.” 


CHARLEs E. LAuRIAT, according to the Boston 
Traveller, has recently brought from Europe 
‘‘a unique copy of the ‘‘Breeches Bible,” 
‘‘imprinted at London by the Deputies of 
Christopher Barker, printer to the Queen’s 
most excellent Majesty, 1599.” The book is 
in perfect condition. The pages have been 
set off by red lines, neatly and carefully ruled 
in ink. Bound up with it are four other books. 
The first of these is a copy of the Book of 
Common Prayer, ‘‘ printed by Robert Barker, 
printer to the King’s most excellent Majesty, 
and by the assigns of Iohn Bill, 1641.” The 
second is a curious publication, entitled : ‘‘ The 
Genealogies recorded in the Sacred Scriptures, 
according to every Family and Tribe, with the 
Line of our Saviour Iesus Christ, obserued 
from Adam to the Blessed Virgin Mary. By 
I. S. Cum Privilegio, Anno Dom, 1638.” In 
the ‘‘ make-up” of the volume these two books 
last described precede the ‘‘ Breeches Bible.” 
Following it are two other works, the first of 
whichis ‘‘ A Brief Concordance or Table to the 
Bible of the Last Translation, seruing for the 
more easy finding out of the most useful places 
therein contained. Carefully perused and en- 
larged by Mr. Iohn Downame. BB. in Divinity. 
Allowed by his Majesty’s special priulege to 
bee printed and bound with the Bible in all 
volumes. London: Printed by William Du 
Gard for Nicholas Brown, and are to bee sold 
by Edward Dod and Nathaniel Ekins, at the 
Gun in Ivie-Lane, 1652.” The last of the 
books bound in this volume is ‘‘ The Booke of 
Psalmes, collected into English meeter by 
Thomas Sternehold, Iohn Hopkins, and others: 
conferred with the Hebrew ; with apt Notes to 
sing them withall. Set forth and allowed to 
bee sung in all Churches, of the People to- 
gether ; before and after morning and evening 
Prayer, as also before and after Sermon ; and 
moreouer in priuate houses, for their godly 
solace and comfort laying apart all vngodly 
Songs and Ballads, which tend onely to the 
nourishment of yice and corrupting of youth.” 
This early example of the combined hymn and 
tune book, curiously enough, is undated, and 
the printer’s imprint is also wanting. 


[The ‘‘Genevan version,” or ‘‘ Breeches 
Bible,” was for many years the most popular 
one in England, and went through about 200 
different editions, and is therefore not an ab- 
solutely rare book to obtain. Its popularity 
was chiefly due to the good print in Roman 
type and to the division of chapters into verses 
as introduced in the Whittingham version of 
the New Testament. The translators were 
Bishop Coverdale, Anthony Gilby, William 
Whittingham, Christopher Woodman, Thomas 
Sampson, and Thomas Cole; to whom some 
add John Knox, John Bodleigh, John Pul- 
lein, and others. The first edition, in quarto, 
was printed in Geneva in 1560, by Rouland 
Hall, and was called ‘‘ Breeches Bible” be- 
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cause in Genesis iii: 7 it reads that Adam 
and Eve made for themselves ‘‘ breeches,” in- 
stead of ‘‘aprons.” The second edition, in 
folio, published in 1562, with no printer’s name, 
was called the ‘‘ Whig Bible” from a printer’s 
error rendering the beatitude ‘‘ Blessed are the 
peace-makers ” ‘‘ Blessed are the p/ace-makers.”’ 
The so-called ‘‘ new” edition, of 1569, was 
really only the remainder of the third edition 
of 1568 with anew title-page—a proof that even 
in those days the publisher’s trick of using an 
old book with a new title, in order to make new 
sales, was not unknown. All these and many 
later editions were printed abroad. The first 
edition of the Genevan version printed in Eng- 
land was ‘‘ Tomson’s Genevan version,” pub- 
lished in 1576, in folio, by Christopher Barker, 
holder of an exclusive privilege for printing 
Bibles, granted by Queen Elizabeth. It was 
called Tomson’s Genevan version because it 
followed the Genevan translation of the Old 
Testament, but the New Testament was that 
which was first published in 1576, by Laurence 
Tomson, with annotations said to be takenfrom 
Beza, Joachim Camerarius, and P. L. Villerius. 
This privilege was held by the Barkers for 130 
years, was then transferred to the Basketts, 
who kept the right for sixty years, when it was 
finally conferred upon John Eyre, founder of 
the present London publishing firm of Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, which still makes a speciality of 
Bibles and devotional books.—Eb. P. W.] 





THE AUSTRIAN BOOK TRADE IN 1894. 


Tue following particulars from the report 
of the Vienna Chamber of Commerce to the 
Austro-Hungarian Minister of Commerce, re- 
specting the condition of the Austrian book 
trade, may prove interesting to our readers, in 
view of the recent discussion of the state of 
affairs in the American and English book trade: 

‘* The position of the miscellaneous book 
trade is reported as being unsatisfactory, and 


generally continued the same as in the previous 
year. Sales had nowhere increased, and no 
amelioration had been experienced in the ex- 
port of books. Business was dull, and re- 
mained uninfluenced by the partial improve- 
ment in trade. One characteristic deserved 
notice, and that was the tendency of the age 
toward buying cheaply, whence results that 
the reading public becomes diverted from se- 
rious and useful works, while this tendency is 
directly favorable to cheap series of books, 
which spring up like mushrooms. School-book 
business,,again, records a falling off ; for, not- 
withstanding the abnormally low prices of 
school-books, which are such as no other State 
can show, the preference is given to second- 
hand copies. The Vienna book trade had, 
however, been protected from a threatened 
competition of teachers, owing to the energetic 
steps taken by its council, to which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the authorities had lent 
their support. 

‘*The Christmas trade of 1894 was mainly 


limited to the sale of cheap books, illustrated 
works and the better sort of editions of classi- 
cal authors being neglected. The publishing 
trade has displayed praiseworthy activity, and 
has once more shown that, although laboring 
under very unfavorable economical conditions, 
it is quite on a level with western competition. 
But it must reluctantly be confessed that the 
book trade of Vienna is not quite guiltless of 
the difficult position in which it finds itself. 
A boundless over-production very materially 
weakens the interest of the bookbuying pub- 
lic, and renders the exertions of the retail book- 
seller unprofitable. The numerous periodicals, 
however, shatter most of all the strength of the 
book trade, and injure the sale of books.” 





INTERNATIONAL PUBLISHING STATIS- 
TICS. 


THE Droit d’ Auteur, the official organ at 
Berne of the States which have accepted the 
Berne Literary Convention, thus summarizes 
the results of its inquiry into the publishing 
activity of fourteen principal States of Europe, 
America, and Asia during the latest recorded 
years: 

‘* Such is the information we have as yet been 
able to obtain relative to the interesting ques- 
tion of intellectual production. It is neither 
very complete norveryaccurate. Inthe mean- 
while we have attempted to compile from it, in 
conjunction with the figures already published, 
a general view, which may perhaps permit of 
a comprehensive understanding of the subject. 
This table has many gaps, and also many in- 
accuracies. Nevertheless, here it is with all 
shortcomings :

‘*Consequently a total of about 50,000 peri- 
odicals, 84,000 books, and 18,000 musical com- 
positions were published in the fourteen coun- 
tries mentioned. Art-works have, so far as 
we are aware, hitherto escaped being taken 
into account. It is, therefore, impossible to 
state anything definite respecting them. Inany 
case we may say with reasonable probability 
that a universal annual bibliography would 
have entries of 130,000 to 150,000 titles of 
works of all kinds—books, music, pictures, 
statues, engravings, and other productions of 
the graphic arts, original photographs, etc. 
If such a bibliography were to include period- 
ical publications, the titles might easily amount 
to 200,000 yearly, or 2,000,000 in ten years, 
and would amount in a century to 20,000,000 !’” 

The writer concludes by remarking that, 
alarming as these figures are, they do not pre- 
sent insuperable difficulties to the compilation, 
by division of labor and good organization, of 
a universal bibliography. 
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THE HEBREW BIBLE. 


ProressoR PAuL Haupt, of Johns Hopkins 
University, who recently returned from Europe, 


announces that more than one-half of the crit- ' 


ical edition of the Hebrew Bible, of which he 
is the editor-in-chief, is in type, and that several 
parts, including Genesis, the Psalms, Chroni- 
cles, Ezra, Nehemiah, Ezekiel, and Daniel, 
will shortly appear. The whole completed work 
will appear, it is expected, in 1897. 

The new English translation is also well 
under way. Four parts are in type, and three 
of these will appear by next spring. They are, 
like the Hebrew text, printed on colored back- 
grounds to show the approximate dates of the 
origins of the various portions, emendations, 
interpolations, etc. The three to appear shortly 
are Isaiah, in three colors, translated by Canon 
T. K. Cheyne, of the University of Oxford ; 
Judges, in six colors, translated by Professor 
George F. Moore, of the Andover (Mass.) Theo- 
logical Seminary, and the Psalms, the critical 
German prose translation of which was made 
by Professor Wellhausen, of the University of 
Goettingen. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


WILLIAM WETMORE SrToryY, the famous sculp- 
tor and author, died at the country residence of 
his daughter, Marquise Peruzzi, in Valambrosa, 
Italy, on the 8th inst. He was born in Salem, 
Mass., February 12, 1819. He studied law in 
the Law School at Cambridge under his father, 
Justice Joseph Story, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and published several legai 
works, among which were a treatise on ‘‘ Con- 
tracts not Under Seal,’ a ‘‘ Treatise on Sales 
of Personal Property,’ and three volumes of 
‘* Reports of Decisions of the Circuit Court of 
the United States.” He practised law in Bos- 
ton until 1850, and also edited and annotated 
various of his father’s works. Since then he 
lived principally in Rome and devoted himself 
chiefly to sculpture and literature. In general 
literature among his prose publications are 


‘Life and Letters of Joseph Story,” ‘‘ Roba 





di Roma,” ‘‘The American Question,” ‘‘ Pro- 
portions of the Human Figure,” ‘‘ Castle St. 
Angelo,” ‘‘The Evil Eye,” ‘‘Stephania, a 


tragedy,” etc. His literary works also include 
a poem delivered on the centennial of the set- 
tlement of Salem, two volumes of other poems, 
and many poems printed, but not collected. 
Although Mr. Story chose, for art reasons, to 
live in Rome, he never lost his patriotic devotion 
to America, to which he occasionally paid a visit. 


HJALMAR HyjortH BoyeseEN, Professor of 
the Germanic Languages and Literature in 
Columbia College and the author of many 
well-known books, died suddenly on the 4th 
inst., at 104 Madison Avenue, New York 
City. He was born in Fredericksvaern, a 
little naval station in the south of Nor- 
Way, September 23, 1848. After receiv- 
ing his preliminary education in the Chris- 
tiania Gymnasium and at Leipsic, he entered 
the University of Norway, from which he was 
graduated in 1868. He came to this country 
soon after that, settling in Chicago, where he 
fell in with a circle of Norwegians, who per- 
suaded him to stay and edit a newspaper called 
the Fremad, circulating among the Scandina- 
vians who had settled in the Northwestern 
States. He made the Fremad a vehicle for 
urging upon his countrymen the wisdom of 


becoming thorough Americans in all things. 
After a year in Chicago he became Professor 
of Classics in a small Ohiocollege. Here he 
set himself assiduously to the practice of writ- 
ing English, and less than two years after he 
landed in America he produced his first English 
novel, ‘‘ Gunnar,” which came out in the A?- 
lantic Monthly, and which was generally sup- 
posed to be a translation of a Norse work. 
In 1873 Prof. Boyesen spent a year in Europe, 
studying at the University of Leipsic, visiting 
in Norway, and spending some time in Paris, 
where he met Tourgueneff, who had a great 
influence over his writings. On his return he 
became Professor of German Literature in Cor- 
nell University, and while there married Miss 
Keen, daughter of a New York banker. In 
1881 he came to Columbia College, where he 
remained until his death. In literature Prof. 
Boyesen was first a romanticist and afterward 
a realist, his earlier and later works differing 
widely in manner. His early stories were 
tales of Norwegian life or delightful sketches 
of fairy lore. Of this class were: ‘‘ Falcon- 
berg,” ‘‘ A Norseman’s Pilgrimage,” ‘‘ Ilka on 
the Hill,’ dramatized and produced in this city 
as ‘‘ Alpine Roses,” and a number of short sto- 
ries. In 1878 he published ‘‘ Goethe and Schil- 
ler.”” Later he became an admirer of Howells 
and Ibsen. His recent work showed the in- 
fluence of these writers. He contributed 
largely to the Century, Harper's Monthly, the 
Atlantic, Scribner's, and other magazines. In 
the last number of the Cosmofolitan one of his 
stories, ‘‘ The Nixy’s Chord,” is concluded. 
Among the most important of his recent works 
are ‘‘A Commentary on the Writings of Hen- 
rik Ibsen,” ‘‘ The Saga of Eric the Red,” 
‘‘The Novelist’s Art of Characterization,” 
‘*The Feud of Wildhaymen,” and ‘‘ The Evo- 
lution of the Heroine.” 





COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
A COPYRIGHT CONFERENCE IN 18096. 

THE states that sent delegates to the Berne 
Literary Conference in 1886 have been invited 
by the French Government to a new conference 
to assemble on April 15, 1896. According toa 
special stipulation, a conference was to have 
been summoned by France after a lapse of four 
or six years from that date, for the purpose of 
revising the convention, but hitherto the gov- 
ernment of France has not considered it oppor- 
tune to take any steps in the matter. It has 
done so now, with the intention of submitting 
for discussion, a programme based on the result 
of the investigations carried on since 1886, both 
by the French Government and the Berne Bu- 
reau. 

“ HONOR” IS PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

AUGUSTIN DALY, the theatrical manager, has 
failed to obtain a permanent injunction to re- 
strain Lillian Walrath from producing the Ger- 
man play ‘‘Honor” (‘‘Die Ehre’’). Justice 
Barrett in an opinion handed down in the Su- 
preme Court denied the application with costs. 

Mr. Daly claimed that he had obtained the 
rights to the play from one Lederer, who had 
bought them from Suderman. It was claimed 
that there was a stipulation between the author 
and Lederer by which the latter was not to pub- 
lish the play in this country. It was claimed 
for Miss Walrath that the play was published, 
but the other side said that publication was un- 
authorized. 
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Judge Barrett holds that the play was pub- 
lished prior to 1891, when Mr. Daly got it, and 
says that it is inconceivable that the publica- 
tion was unauthorized. Judge Barrett says: 
‘It is true that the author covenanted with 
Lederer not to publish. The trouble is that he 
has undoubtedly broken that covenant. I cannot 
concur with the plaintiff that nevertheless the 
injunction should issue. The author could not 
convey more than he possessed. 

‘* He could not place his licensee in a better 
position than he himself could occupy had he 
retained the territory covered by the license. 
If an author could thus grant licenses for all 
the world except his own country, and then 
publish in his own country without such publi- 
cation affecting the rights of his licensee, there 
would be but little need of an International 
Copyright law.”

POSTER EXHIBITS. 


By permission of the Century Co. the origi- 
nal drawings of Zhe Century's prize poster con- 
test will be on free exhibition daily till € P.M., 
at the gallery of Frederick Keppel & Co., 20 
East Sixteenth Street, New York, until the 18th 
of October. 

In November, 1894, Zhe Century Magazine 
published a poster by Eugéne Grasset, ‘of Paris, 
to advertise the beginning of its ‘‘ Life of Na- 
poleon.” It attracted wide attention, and an- 
other poster by Grasset was used with the June 
number. 

In July Zhe Century offered, through Boussod, 
Valadon & Co., three prizes of 1000 francs, 750 
francs, and 500 francs, for the three best poster 
designs to represent Napoleon at some stage of 
his career between Austerlitz and Waterloo. 
Circulars were sent to all artists in Paris who 
were known to be skilled in poster-work. The 
time given was only one month, and many 
artists had left the city for the summer, but in 
the short time allowed twenty-two designs were 
submitted, and early in August the designs 
were judged and prizes awarded by a commit- 
tee consisting of Messieurs Gérdme, Detaille, 
and Vibert. The pictures shown in this ex- 
hibit are the original drawings made for this 
contest, both the prize pictures and those which 
took no prize. 

The originals of the Grasset posters are also 
shown. M. Grasset draws a black-and-white 
picture in outline which is reproduced by photo- 
engraving. A proof from this photo-engraving 
is then colored by the artist, which colored proof 
serves as the model for making the plates from 
which the finished poster is printed. 

The other pictures in this collection include 
some examples of the work of Myrbach, Cas- 
taigne, and Pape for illustrations of Zhe Cen- 
tury’s ‘‘ Life of Napoleon.” 


A POSTER exhibition is soon to be made by 
the Omaha Public Library, and specimens of 
the better class are requested. They may be 
sent to Mr. Clement Chase, the bookseller, 
who is a member of the board of directors. If 
some one is willing to loan examples of foreign 
poster work, notably something by Cheret, etc., 
the expense of transportation will be cheerfully 
borne by the board at Omaha, and all contribu- 
tions carefully handled and returned.

Pror. MAx MOLLER is preparing for publi- 
cation: (1) a new edition of his ‘‘ Chips from a

NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


MARTINUS NijHoFF, of the Hague, has un- 
dertaken the preparation of a bibliography of 
all books of literary and scientific value, either 
written by Dutchmen or published in Holland. 
The first volume, relating to language and 
literature, has just been issued. It consists of 
300 octavo pages, including a fullindex. The 
system of arrangement, according to subjects, 
is somewhat complicated. For example, Dutch 
literature is thus classified: (1) poetry and 
prose ; (2) collections of poetry and prose ; (3) 
the middle ages ; then, a separate heading for 
each century from the sixteenth to the nine- 
teenth; and finally (8) the drama. Not the 
least important section is that relating to 
Oriental languages. Arabic is much more 
prominent than Sanskrit ; Malay and Javanese 
are, of course, very full; Chinese is almost 
monopolized by Schlegel, and Egyptian by 
Leemans and Pleyte. Basque is represented 
only by Van Eys; while under Volapiik there 
are no less than thirteen entries. Much pains 
have evidently been spent on making the entries 
accurate. For the most part the published 
prices are appended.
